THE  MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Getitlctnen  of  the  Council : 

In  accordance  with  the  charter  and  ordinances  of  the  city 
it  again  becomes  my  privilege  to  address  to  you  a  short  state- 
ment in  the  nature  of  a  resume  of  the  work  done  in  the  year, 
and  an  outline  of  that  to  be  done  in  the  coming  year  by  the 
city. 

In  the  past  year  there  has  been  more  than  the  ordinary 
amount  of  contention  and  strife  in  the  council.  Clashing  opin- 
ions have  very  frequently  come  in  conflict  on  the  floor  and  in 
committee.  At  least  two  investigations,  with  the  usual  accom- 
paniments of  endless  talk  and  sensational  charges,  more  or  less 
groundless,  have  interrupted  the  ordinary  course  of  municipal 
affairs  during  the  past  twelve  months.  It  would  be  surprising, 
indeed,  if  these  conflicts  had  not  left  some  sore  spots  and  scars. 
On  the  whole,  however,  the  results  of  the  past  year  have  been 
eminently  satisfactory.  The  work  of  the  different  departments 
have  been  carried  on  so  successfully,  and  the  amount  and  char- 
acter of  the  public  improvements  in  this  city  in  the  past  year 
have  been  so  far  beyond  criticism,  that  we  find  a  general  con- 
sensus of  opinion,  that  we  may  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  com- 
ing year  without  being  annoyed  by  differences  of  the  past. 

FINANCE. 

Especially  favorable  is  the  present  financial  condition  of 
the  city,  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  city  treasurer  and 
finance  committee.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  reports  can- 
not be  questioned  and  since  they  are  ultimately  supported  by 
the  bond  of  our  city  treasurer  and  are  absolutely  correct  com- 
putation made  by  competent  men,  well  versed  in  the  finances 
of  the  city,  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  men  who  otherwise 
are  honorable  in  their  dealings  with  their  fellow  men,  can  go 
about  the  city  in  an  election  campaign,  scattering  about  per- 
fectly wild,  sensational  and  false  statements  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  finances  of  the  city  of  Davenport.  Newspaper 
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articles  to  the  same  effeet  have  been  scattered  far  wide;  and 
and  while  they  do  little  harm  at  home  here,  where  everybody 
considers  the  source,  and  where  the  character,  or  lack  of  it,  of 
their  authors  is  well  known,  it  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  they 
will  be  copied  by  papers  in  sections  of  the  state  where  there 
exists  anything  but  a  friendly  feeling  towards  the  interests  of 
the  city  of  Davenport.  These  fellows  do  an  infinite  amount  of 
damage  outside,  though  at  home  they  reap  only  the  contempt 
of  the  bird  that  befouls  its  own  nest. 

I  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  city 
treasury  in  its  various  funds,  on  March  i,  1893-94-95.

The  great  increase  in  the  general  fund  during  the  past  year 
is  due  not  so  much  to  increase  of  revenues,  under  the  mulct 
tax,  as  from  the  fact  that  some  funds,  like  the  road  fund,  have 
not  received  their  usual  assistance  from  the  general  fund.  The 
sums  total  of  favorable  balances  to  the  credit  of  the  different 
funds  of  the  city  during  these  years  are  as  follows:

The  balance  for  March  i,  1895,  nearly  $3,000  larger  than 
given  in  the  estimate  of  the  finance  committee  at  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting,  which  is  explained  in  part  by  deductions  made 
from  beverage  rebates  on  account  of  debts  owing  by  claimants 
to  the  city  on  account  of  pool,  billiard,  and  other  licenses;  and 
in  [)art  is  due  to  larger  collections  than  formerly  estimated. 
At  any  rate,  the  above  is  the  correct  estimate  for  March,  1895; 
and  it  is  almost  ludicrous  to  think  that  quite  recently  it  was 
doubted  that  we  had  even  $80,000.00  to  the  credit  of  the  city 
on  said  date. 
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Tlie  fi<rures  speak  for  themselv^es  and  show  conclusively 
the  favorable  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  city  finances 
during  the  past  two  years.  When  we  remember  that  during 
this  time  that  taxation  has  not  been  increased  in  the  city  of 
Davenport  one  mill  nor  a  fraction  of  a  mill;  that  the  rate  of 
valuation  of  the  property  subject  to  taxation  has  not  been 
changed  a  particle,  and  that  the  various  works  and  activities 
of  the  city  have  not  been  interrupted  a  single  day  in  any  de- 
partment, we  can  find  an  explanation  of  this  favorable  showing 
only  in  the  stringent  economy  and  strict  integrity  which  has 
characterized  every  part  of  the  administration.  1  think  that  a 
specially  favorable  effect  has  been  accomplished  by  the  change 
which  has  been  made  in  the  reports  of  the  street  commissioner, 
making  them,  as  he  does  now,  for  the  city  at  large  and  not  by 
wards,  whereas  formerly  the  statement  was  made  by  wards,  oc- 
casioning continual  wrangling  among  the  representatives  of  the 
different  wards  as  to  who  would  get  the  most  of  the  public 
money  for  his  particular  stamping  ground.  Neither  should 
there  be  omitted  from  consideration  on  this  score,  the  careful 
management  and  inspection  performed  by  the  board  of  public 
works  and  the  auditing  committee  of  the  council.  If  I  have 
any  criticism  to  make  of  the  work  of  the  council  in  the  past 
year,  it  strikes  me  that  there  has  been  too  much  committee 
spirit  shown  in  the  work  of  the  council;  and  jealousy  of  differ- 
ent chairmen  as  to  the  patronage  and  influence  and  control  of 
their  respective  committees  has  led  to  repeated  conflicts  that 
were  undignified  if  not  hurtful. 

I  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  paving,  sewers,  grading, 
and  bridge  work  done  in  the  city  in  the  past  two  years:

It  is  apparent  from  an  inspection  of  this  statement  that 
the  work  done  by  special  assessment  has  been  extremely  cheap 
in  the  past  year  and  this  would  be  a  subject  of  congratulation, 
were  it  not  that  the  cheapness  is  caused  largely  by  the  fall  in 
the  rate  of  wages  paid  to  laboring  men.  But  the  cheapest  work 
done  by  the  city  in  the  past  year  was  that  of  grading;  and  this 
is  not  apparent  from  the  statement  and  can  only  be  judged  by 
a  systematic  and  thorough  examination  of  the  work  done  all 
over  the  city.  For  examples  of  good  and  cheap  work  done  in 
this  line,  I  simply  refer  to  the  following  jobs:  Eastern  avenue^ 
Mississippi  avenue,  Third  avenue,  Ripley  street,  Sixteenth 
street  east  of  Arlington  avenue  and  Ninth  street. 

Miles  of  streets  have  been  added  to  the  city  by  this  work 
and  an  immense  amount  of  territory  opened  up  for  develop- 
ment and  occupation.  The  hills  have  been  cut  down  and  the 
hollows  have  been  filled  up,  particularly  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth 
wards,  where  more  work  has  been  done  in  the  past  year  than 
in  all  the  balance  of  the  city. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

I  congratulate  the  council  on  the  perfect  manner  in  which 
law  and  order  have  been  preserved  in  this  city  during  the  past 
year.  The  town  has  been  kept  free  of  criminals  and  the  human 
vermin  which  infest  so  many  cities.  While  other  cities  during 
the  past  two  years  have  been  having  terrible  reigns  of  lawless- 
ness, Davenport  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  her  way  in  the 
paths  of  peace  and  prosperity.  In  the  ranks  of  the  police 
force  there  has  been  none  of  that  dissension  or  underhanded 
work  and  conspiring  together  for  different  purposes,  which 
was  the  misfortune  of  the  force  at  different  times  formerly. 
One  fact  particularly  I  cannot  resist  the  temptation  of  men- 
tioning for  the  benefit  of  certain  parties  inside  and  outside  of 
the  medical  profession,  and  that  is  the  fact,  as  shown  by  the 
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last  annual  report  of  the  chief  of  police  on  March  i,  1895,  ^^^^ 
for  the  year  ending  on  that  date  there  was  not  a  single  arrest 
in  this  city  for  either  rape,  seduction,  adultery,  or  any  of  that 
class  of  oases.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  more  than  an 
accident,  but  will  leave  the  fact  for  others  to  rise  and  explain. 

FIRE  AND  HEALTH  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  administration  of  the  fire  department  has  been  beyond 
criticism. 

The  health  department  in  its  code  and  its  methods  has 
moved  along  the  most  progressive  lines.  It  has  been  widely 
referred  to  by  the  public  health  association  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health  as  a  model,  that  other  cities  should  copy,  and 
has  so  been  copied  repeatedly  in  cities  whose  officers  sent  for 
copies  of  our  regulations.  It  is  true  that  some  of  these  reg- 
ulations, particularly  that  as  to  plumbing,  have  occasionally 
excited  great  dissatisfaction,  but  the  wisdom  of  the  general 
policy  has  been  so  apparent  in  each  case  that  the  parties,  at 
first  complaining,  have  afterwards  come  to  us  and  voiced  their 
entire  satisfaction.  The  manner  in  which  diseases  attributable 
to  unsanitary  conditions,  under  control  of  the  board  of  health, 
have  diminished  during  the  past  two  years  speaks  volumes  for 
its  activities. 

THE  NEW  CITY  HALL. 

The  new  city  hall  is  rising  out  of  the  ground.  An  abso- 
lutely necessary  work  which  we  are  enabled  to  begin  by  reason 
of  the  improvement  in  the  finances  of  the  city.  It  will  be  paid 
for  without  raising  the  taxes  on  the  people  and  without  occa- 
sioning too  much  interruption  in  other  public  works  of  the 
city;  and  yet,  since  we  commenced  building,  with  an  eye  to 
the  future,  a  city  hall  which  will  be  a  credit  even  during  the 
next  generation,  we  must  insist  upon  the  strictest  economy  in 
all  quarters  during  the  coming  year.  To  meet  the  payments 
to  the  contractors  will  probably  necessitate  some  borrowing  in 
anticipation  of  current  revenues,  which  is  strictly  proper  and 
permissible  in  law.  A  strict  supervision  and  inspection  of  the 
work  done  by  these  contractors  can  also  be  promised. 
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NEW  MATTERS. 

Two  great  projects  will  engage  )  our  attention.  The  one 
is  the  promised  new  bridge  and  the  other  is  the  Davenport, 
Clinton  &  Eastern  railroad  company,  which  asks  the  right-of- 
way  for  its  railway  and  the  grant  of  the  entire  river  front  of 
the  city,  west  of  Harrison  s  reet  for  dockage  purposes,  under 
certain  conditions  and  restrictions.  The  im-portance  of  both 
of  these  enterprises  cannot  be  overstated,  and  1  would  urge 
upon  the  council  a  liberal  spirit  in  meeting  them,  while  at  the 
same  time  jealously  guarding  the  river  front  of  the  city  and 
the  interests  of  its  tax  jiayers.  "Coming  events  cast  their 
shadows  before;"  and  the  Hennepin  canal  is  already  working 
its  potent  magic  in  waking  our  city  from  its  former  Rip  Van 
Winkle  sleep. 

The  complications  which  have  arisen  in  the  relations  be- 
tween the  city  and  the  present  Gas  Light  company,  as  well  as 
the  franchise  to  be  asked  for  by  a  new  gas  company,  will  also 
demand  your  attention  and  should  receive  fair  and  unbiased 
treatment.  However,  cheaper  and  better  gas  and  fair  treat- 
ment to  the  customer  must  be  insisted  upon. 

The  Harrison  Telephone  company,  or  the  three  gentle- 
men who  secured  a  franchise  for  the  alleged  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing its  telephone  system,  which  ordinance  was  reconsid- 
ered before  acceptance,  should  be  compelled  to  show  their 
good  faith  in  the  matter  before  the  grant  is  renewed.  I  have 
notified  them  that  this  will  probably  be  the  attitude  of  the 
council  and  pending  such  new  arrangements  and  better  assur- 
ances, we  may  let  the  matter  rest  in  statu  quo,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  recent  decision  on  telephone  patents  leave  little 
doubt  that  we  will  get  cheaper  telephone  rates  in  a  short  time. 

THE  (:0M1N(;  YEAR. 

All  the  indications  point  to  this  being  a  plienomenal  year 
in  I)aven[)ort's  history.  Everywhere  excavation  is  going  on, 
old  landmarks  are  disappearing,  the  mortar  is  flying,  the  sound 
of  the  hammer  and  saw  is  heard,  and  modern  structures  are 
taking  the  place  of  the  "oldest  settler"  style  of  architecture. 
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Taking  all  these  private  enterprises  in  connection  with  the 
large  amount  of  city  work  already  mapped  out  and  let  on  con- 
tract, and  this  ought  to  be  a  good  year  for  our  laboring  men. 

Let  other  cities  have  their  evanescent  "booms."  Give  me 
the  solid,  uninterrupted,  natural  growth  of  conservative,  self- 
reliant,  prosperous  old  Davenport. 

In  the  horoscope  of  Davenport,  it  is  written  that  she  will 
be  yet  the  first  city  in  the  state  in  population,  trade  and  indus- 
try, as  she  is  now  first  in  wealth,  culture  and  liberty.

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CITY  TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Alayor  a?td  Aldei'7nen  of  the  City  of  Davejiport : 

That  the  city  finances  should  be  in  such  flourishing  con- 
dition, after  paying  for  about  one-half  of  its  new  $90,000  city 
hall,  and  that  too  without  any  aid  from  the  mulct  tax  over  the 
old  license  system,  as  pointed  out  in  Alderman  Petersen's  res- 
olution, passed  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  city  council,  is 
certainly  a  subject  for  congratulation  to  the  able  financiering 
of  the  Democratic  city  administration  all  around.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  legal  depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Dav^enport,  for  the  year  ending  March  i, 
1896,  as  by  ordinance  required: 

The  city  has  four  cases  pending  in  the  Supreme  court  of  Iowa. 

In  the  case  of  Bernetta  Lorig,  who  recovered  a  jvidgment  in  the  Dis- 
trict court  for  injuries  sustained  on  a  sidewalk  at  the  Stone  school  building 
on  Perrj  street,  the  abstract  of  the  record  and  the  argument  of  the  city 
have  both  been  printed  and  filed,  and  await  argument  of  plaintiff. 

In  the  case  of  the  Knostman  &  Petersen  Furniture  company,  the 
abstracts  and  the  city's  argument  are  bjth  filed,  and  await  the  argument  of 
plaintiff.  Plaintiff  recovered  judgment  in  the  District  court  for  damages, 
resulting  from  overflow  of  surface  water  at  its  factory  on  East  Front  street- 

In  the  case  of  the  Eagle  Manufacturing  company  and  Frances 
French  against  the  city  the  cases  were  tried  at  the  June  term  of  the  Dis- 
trict court  and  judgment  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  in  each  case  restraining 
the  city  from  collecting  tax  assessed  against  property  for  the  paving  of 
Front  street,  and  an  appeal  has  been  taken,  and  abstract  of  the  record 
printed  and  filed  in  the  Supreme  court. 

Of  the  cases  pending  in  the  District  court: 

No.  2,473,  James  M.  L.  Hall  vs.  City. 

An  action  of  appeal  from  the  appraisement  of  damages  for  the  pav- 
ing of  Fourth  street,  across  Oak  street  extended  is  still  pending,  with  no 
effort  on  the  part  of  plaintiff  to  bring  the  same  on  for  hearing. 

No.  2,616,  Davenport  Gas  Light  Co.  vs.  City. 
Has  been  dismissed  at  plaintiff's  cost. 
No.  2,736,  Mary  Haines  vs.  City. 

Is  still  pending.  It  is  an  action  to  recover  for  damages  sustained  by 
reason  of  coasting  on  Gaines  street.  The  court  has  sustained  a  demurrer 
as  to  the  liability  of  the  city. 
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No.  2,940,  City  vs.  T.  W.  McClelland  Co. 

To  enjoin  the  erection  of  a  wooden  shed  within  the  fire  limits  is  still 
pending.  The  parties  opposing  have  retained  counsel  other  than  the  city 
attorney. 

No.  2,941,  City  vs.  Fritz  Bergert, 

Same  as  last  case.  Has  been  dimissed  at  cost  of  defendant,  the  build- 
ing having  been  removed. 

No.  3,163,  Herman  Kiesing  vs.  City. 

Had  at  last  report  been  tried  before  a  jury,  and  a  verdict  in  favor  of 
the  city  rendered,  and  it  was  pending  on  defendant's  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  which  with  plaintiff's  consent  was  overruled  and  judgment  against 
defendant  for  costs. 

No.  3,471,  E.  B.  Brady  vs.  City. 

An  action  to  restrain  the  city  from  publishing  the  proceedings  of  the 
council  in  more  than  one  newspaper  was  tried  at  the  June  term,  and  judg- 
ment rendered  dismissing  the  petitfon. 

No.  3,558,  The  City  vs.  J.  B.  Frahm,  County  Treasurer. 

The  case  was  the  result  of  the  misunderstanding  between  the  city 
and  county  as  to  the  division  of  the  mulct  tax,  all  of  which  was  amicably 
adjusted  and  the  case  dismissed. 

No.  3,787,  Carl  Forth  vs.  The  City. 

An  action  brought  to  recover  taxes,  other  than  road  tax,  paid  the 
city  in  1894,  and  to  enjoin  the  city  from  assessing  any  tax  other  than  for 
road  purposes  against  the  property  of  plaintiff  alleged  to  be  lo^^  acres  on 
the  Telegraph  road  East  of  Third  street.  The  case  was  submitted  on  the 
city's  demurrer  to  plaintiff's  petition,  which  has  not  yet  been  decided  by 
Judge  Waterman.  A  re-survey  of  plaintiff's  land  also  shows  that  it  con- 
tains less  than  10  acres,  and  would  therefore  not  come  within  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law  exempting  lo-acre  tracts  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

No.  3,199,  The  Davenport  Co-operative  Bank  vs.  The  City. 

An  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  in  assessing 
plaintiff  $25,000  on  its  paid-up  capital,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  a  Building 
association.  The  case  has  been  recently  tried  in  the  court,  which  held  that 
it  was  not  a  Building  and  Loan  association,  but  that  the  assessment  should 
have  been  made  to  the  stockholders  instead  of  the  company  and  entered 
judgment  cancelling  the  assessment  and  levy  of  the  tax. 

3*831,  Honora  Cass  vs.  The  City. 
An  action  to  recover  for  injury  sustained  on  Fourth  street,  \\  t  st  of 
LcClaire.  The  claim  wa8  made  to  the  City  Council,  which  refused  to  allow 
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the  claim  and  the  action  is  the  result.  The  case  has  not  been  reached  for 
trial. 

No.  3,839,  Bleik  Peters  vs.  The  City. 

This  is  an  action  brought  by  Mr.  Peters  to  recover  between  three 
and  four  thousand  dollars,  justice  fees,  and  costs  growing  out  of  the  collec- 
tion by  the  plaintiff  of  the  poll  taxes  for  several  years.  The  case  is  pend- 
ing on  the  city's  demurrer  to  plaintiff's  amended  petition. 

No.  4,021,  The  Equitable  Building  and  Loan  association  vs.  The  City. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  appraisement  of  the  property  of  plaintiff 
taken  for  opening  Rock  Island  street,  between  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth. 
Tne  matter  has  not  been  reached  for  trial. 

No.  4,082,  J.  H.  C.  Petersen  vs.  The  City. 

This  is  an  application  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  city  from  col- 
lecting a  tax  of  $3402  assessed  against  the  property  of  plaintiff  for  build- 
ing a  w'alk  ooposite  his  property  on  Scott  street,  between  Sixth  and  Sev- 
enth. The  case  is  pending  on  plaintiff's  application  for  a  temporary  in- 
junction. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  cases  appealed  from  the  police 
magistrate's  court  during  the  past  year.  Of  the  cases  pending  at  date  of 
last  report  the  case  against  Emma  Teller  ana  M.  Giloway  are  still  pending. 
The  latter  on  the  promise  of  the  defendant  to  pay  the  costs,  and  settle  the 
case,  the  former  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  present  the  same  to  one  of  the 
-other  judges  of  the  district,  as  Judge  Waterman  declined  to  hear  it. 
In  the  case  against  W.  Sudbrook  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 

No.  1,531,  Appeal  of  Ed.  Sanders. 

For  doing  business  as  hotel  runner  without  a  license.  The  case  was 
dismissed  by  the  city. 

No.  1,536,  Appeal  of  William  Clark. 

For  carrying  concealed  weapons.  There  was  a  trial  in  the  District 
court,  and  the  defendant  was  again  convicted  and  fined  $100  and  costs.  He 
has  given  notice  of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  court. 

No  1.537,  The  appeal  of  William  Clark. 

From  sentence  imposed  on  conviction  for  selling  pamphlets  without 
a  license.    '1  he  cause  was  dismissed  by  the  city. 

No.  1.548,  The  appeal  of  C.  A.  Owen. 

From  judgment  of  conviction  for  failing  to  report  a  case  of  con- 
tagious disease  which  he  attended.  The  case  of  the  city  failed  for  inability 
to  show  that  the  defendant,  who  was  a  practitioner  of  Christian  Science 
knew  the  nature  of  the  disease  which  he  attended. 
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No.  1,568,  The  appeal  of  M.  Silberstein. 

From  judgment  of  conviction  for  distributing  bills  without  a  license. 
The  case  is  still  pending  on  the  offer  of  the  city  to  dismiss  the  same  on  the 
payment  of  costs. 

Three  cases  have  been  recently  appealed  b_y  the  defendants  who  were 
convicted  of  violating  the  license  ordinance,  being  business  growing  out  of 
the  operations  of  the  Monarch  Tea  and  Portrait  company. 

D.  S.  Cochran,  an  agent  of  the  company,  was  twice  arrested  for  ped- 
dling without  a  license,  convicted  on  both  charges,  and  fined  $50  and  costs. 
A.  Zeikle,  the  manager  of  the  business,  was  arrested  for  carrying  on  busi- 
ness as  a  transient  merchant  without  a  license,  convicted  and  fined  $75 
and  costs.    Notice  of  appeal  and  appeal  bonds  have  been  filed  in  each  case. 

No  judgment  except  for  costs  have  been  rendered  against  the  city  in 
any  case  during  the  year.

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  membership  of  the  department  consists  of  twenty-eight 
men  inclusive  of  chief.  There  have  been  no  dismissals  or  res- 
ignations during  the  year.  The  organization  is  as  follows: 
Chief,  P.  M.  Gilloley;  first  assistant  chief,  John  C.  Piening;  sec- 
ond assistant  chief,  Louis  Langtimm.

APPARATUS. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  apparatus  since  last  year. 

Apparatus  in  service  are:  One  hook  and  ladder  truck,  two 
hose  carriages,  three  hose  wagons  and  one  combination  hose 
wagon  and  chemical  engine;  all  of  which  are  in  good  condition. 

Apparatus  in  reserve  are:  One  hose  carriage  and  one  sub- 
stitute hook  and  ladder  truck  in  fair  condition.  There  are  also 
on  hand  one  two-wheel  hose  cart  and  one  steam  fire  engine  in 
poor  condition  which  should  be  sold. 

HORSES. 

No  change  has  been  made  with  horses  during  the  year. 
There  are  sixteen  in  service;  all  are  in  good  condition  with 
two  exceptions,  one  of  which  has  been  in  service  in  the  depart- 
ment fourteen  years.  Both  should  be  exchanged  for  more 
suitable  horses  the  coming  )'ear. 

HOSE. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  new  hose  were  purchased.  There  is  on 
hand  at  present  a  total  of  9,290  feet,  as  follows:  Hose  Co.  No. 
I,  1,600  feet;  Hose  Co.  No.  2,  1,250  feet;  Hose  Co.  No.  3,  1,600 
feet;  Hose  Co.  No.  4,  1.640  feet;  Hose  Co.  No.  5,  1,600  feet; 
Hose  Co.  No.  6,  i,6oc  feet. 

DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  two-story  brick  and  four  two-story  frame 
houses  occupied  b\'  the  de[)artment  and  owned  by  the  city. 
All  are  in  fair  condition. 

MKE  ALARM  TELF.CRAPII. 

Three  alarm  bf)xes  were  added  ^luring  the  year.  This  sys- 
tem consists  of  49  alarm  boxes,  13  gongs,  2  tappers,  8  stall 
door  openers,  2  large  bells  with  automatic  strikers,  i  two-cir- 
cuit repeaters,  24  miles  of  wire  and  163  cells  of  ba-tery. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  for  fire  extinguishing  purposes  has  been 
improved  by  the  addition  of  twenty-seven  fire  hydrants  and 
ten  thousand  eight  hundred  feet  of  water  mains,  making  a  total 
of  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  fire  hydrants  and  forty-five 
miles  of  water  mains  in  the  city.  The  water  pressure  was  ex- 
cellent at  all  fires  during  the  year. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

The  alarms  responded  to  numbered  one  hundred  and  six- 
teen, a  decrease  from  last  year  of  twenty-two. 

Sixty-three  were  received  over  the  fire  alarm  telegraph, 
thirty-six  by  telephone  and  seventeen  were  still  alarms. 

There  were  three  second  alarms  sent  in  during  the  year 
aud  ten  false  alarms  received. 

Of  the  box  alarms  received,  six  were  from  box  29,  five 
from  box  28,  four  each  from  boxes  23,  24  and  26;  three  each 
from  boxes  7,  16,  25,  33  and  41;  two  each  from  boxes  8,  17,  31, 
35»  37»  39  and  one  each  from  boxes  6,  12,  14,  15,  18,  22, 

27,  34,  81  and  85. 

One  hundred  and  three  fires  occurred,  the  causes  of  which 
were  as  follows:  Ashes  and  hot  coals,  7;  defective  flues,  5; 
cigar  stubs  and  tobacco  pipes,  3;  sparks  from  chimneys,  13; 
sparks  from  smoke  stacks,  6;  sparks  from  locomotives,  3; 
spark  from  bake  oven,  i;  overheated  stoves  and  stove  pipes,  7; 
carelessness  with  matches,  2;  carelessness  with  open  lights,  2; 
lamp  accidents,  3;  gasoline  stoves  and  forges,  5;  electric  wires, 
i;  children  with  matches,  7;  sheds,  etc.,  igniting  from  burning 
rubbish,  4;  spontaneous  combustion,  4;  incendiary,  7;  fire- 
works, 7;  Japanese  lanterns,  2;  chimney  fires,  2;  unknown  12; 
total,  103.

At 
each  of  these  fires  the  buildings  were  of  inflammable  frame 
construction  and  the  fire  had  gained  such  headway  that  their 
loss  was  assured  before  any  alarm  was  received  by  this  depart- 
ment. 

One  thousand  and  twenty-seven  miles  were  traveled  by 
apparatus  in  response  to  alarms,  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
hours  time  worked  at  fires,  thirty-eight  thousand  nine  hundred 
feet  of  hose  were  laid,  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet 
of  ladders  raised  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  gallons  of  chem- 
icals were  used  at  fires  during  the  year.

RECOMMENDATION. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  enactment  of  an 
ordinance  requiring  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  on  all  hotels, 
factories,  office  buildings,  and  theatres  of  fifty  feet  or  more  in 
heighth  throughout  the  city,  not  only  for  the  safety  of  the 
occupants  of  such  buildings  but  also  to  enable  the  firemen  to 
do  effective  work  in  case  of  fires  in  the  upper  stories  of  such 
structures,  as  with  our  limited  ladder  service  the  apparatus  of 
the  department  is  entirely  inadequate  to  cope  successfully 
with  fires  of  any  great  extent  in  the  upper  floors  of  many  of 
the  large  inflammable  buildings  erected  in  recent  years.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Honorable  yiayor  and  Gentlemen  of  tJie  Board  of  Health: 

Time  calls  for  our  fourteenth  annual  report.  We  have  not 
missed  a  regular  meeting,  a  quorum  always  present. 

While  no  great  emergency  has  called  for  a  special  action 
nor  have  we  had  what  might  be  called  an  epidemic  of  any  kind, 
we  had  one  case  of  small  pox  which  came  from  Chicago.  We 
were  speedily  notified  of  its  arrival  and  but  a  few  hours  elapsed 
before  it  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital  which  is  always  kept  in 
readiness,  thereby  saving  exposure,  and  no  other  case  appeared. 

This  being  the  first  case  in  thirteen  years  and  the  second 
time  in  the  twenty  years  our  Hospital  has  been  in  use,  still  it 
has  paid  for  itself  we  might  say  many  times. 

The  lease  which  the  city  and  county  had  of  Mercy  Hos- 
pital expiring  this  year,  a  new  lease  was  entered  into  by  the 
county,  they  taking  the  entire  charge  of  the  building.  In  do- 
ing so  they  found  it  necessary  to  remove  the  old  building  fur- 
ther away  so  as  to  prevent  any  danger  to  the  Hospital  proper, 
which  was  extending  too  close. 

They  not  only  removed  the  pest  house,  but  made  the  en- 
tire structure  two  stories,  giving  us  the  finest  hospital  for  con- 
tagious diseases  in  the  state,  and  few  better  anywhere. 

Our  city  is  surely  to  be  congratulated  on  such  a  structure. 
We  may  hope  it  may  not  be  used  any  more  often  in  the  future 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  still  exists,  at  times  almost  disappearing.  You  will 
remember  the  high  terms  in  which  I  spoke  of  Anti-toxine.  We 
commenced  using  it  last  year  and  its  success  has  been  marvel- 
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ous,  even  in  that  dreadful  stage  of  diphtheric  croup.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  reported  during  the  year  were  as  follows

With  such  results,  who  would  not  favor  Anti-toxine?  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  the  physicians  of  all  medical  schools 
use  it,  which  shows  one  of  the  good  results  of  the  meeting 
called  at  the  Business  Men's  association  rooms  for  a  general 
discussion  by  the  physicians  of  our  city  who  are  always  ready 
to  help  us  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 

Another  step  forward  has  been  taken  this  year,  and  the 
new  remedy  is  Dr.  Edison's  Aseptioline  for  consumption.  It 
is  being  thoroughly  tried  at  one  of  our  hospitals  at  the  present 
time.    We  hope  it  may  have  the  same  success  as  Anti-toxine. 

SCARLET  FEVER.

Many  of  the  cases  were  brought  into  the  city.  Most  ot 
the  others  occurcd  from  the  use  of  poor  water  from  low  wells. 

A  number  of  cases  of  measles  were  reported,  but  no  deaths. 
Last  year  great  excitement  i)revailed  concerning  tuberculosis 
in  cattle  throughout  the  slate.    We  made  no  actual   tests  of 
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tiiberculine  here.  We  sent  to  the  State  Bacteriologist  samples 
of  milk  from  all  dairymen  selling  milk  in  our  city,  for  a  micro- 
scopic test,  and  no  baccilli  were  found.  This  was  done  at  the 
request  of  the  State  Dairy  Commission.  There  has  been  a  great 
improvement  in  the  supply  of  milk  in  the  last  year  or  two,

ICE. 

The  steps  we  took  in  reference  to  the  ice  was  in  the  right 
direction.  The  new  rule  makes  it  imperative  for  them  to  have 
the  following  sign  upon  their  wagons:  "For  Domestic  or  Cool- 
ing Purposes  Only."  The  examination  of  ice  by  our  chemist, 
while  the  results  are  not  complete,  and  it  may  take  some  time 
to  perfect  them,  yet  we  are  doing  our  duty  and  we  hope  that 
the  committee  appointed  to  draft  an  ordinance  in  reference  to 
the  cutting  and  putting  up  of  ice  will  be  ab^e  to  form  one  which 
will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  city,  for  we  cannot  rely  on  arti- 
ficial ice  to  supply  our  fast  growing  city. 

Our  mortuary  report  is  quite  favorable,  being  less  than  it 
has  been  for  the  past  three  years.  While  our  city  grows  larger 
our  mortuary  report  grows  less.    What  more  can  we  ask? 

GARBAGE. 

We  have  now  iiad  two  }  ears  experience  with  the  contract 
system  of  disposing  of  our  garbage.  It  is  surely  a  great  sav- 
ing to  the  city — at  least  $1,200  in  the  last  year. 
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It  requires  a  great  deal  of  watching,  especially  in  warm 
weather.  Then  complaints  were  quite  numerous  as  they 
always  are  with  every  system  of  collecting. 

Our  papers  have  frequently  referred  to  the  manner  in 
which  Burlington  disposed  of  her  garbage.  I  have  made  fre- 
quent inquiries  to  see  if  we  could  get  any  farmer  or  person  to 
take  ours  in  a  similar  manner — that  is,  feeding  what  they  could 
and  burying  the  rest  in  trenches,  but  have  failed  to  find  any 
one. 

While  I  do  not  approve  of  throwing  it  into  the  river  as  we 
do,  and  will  hail  with  delight  when  the  United  States  will  de- 
clare that  the  rivers  must  not  be  polluted  with  garbage  or  sew- 
age, until  the  sewers  are  driven  out  of  the  river,  I  fear  the 
old  process  of  dumping  into  the  river  will  be  continued,  not 
only  by  our  own  city,  but  by  others  all  over  the  country.  Sew- 
age, farming  and  cremation  of  garbage  are  sure  to  come,  then 
the  rivers  will  not  be  polluted. 

The  report  of  our  ever  faithful  Health  Inspector,  George 
Hinrichsen,  will  show  you  how  faithful  he  has  been. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  William  Kelly  having  resigned  early  in  the  season,  Mr. 
James  Cameron  was  elected  to  fill  his  place.  He  has  preformed 
his  duties  well,  as  his  report  will  show. 

We  should  have  a  meat  inspector,  also.  As  nearly  as  we 
could  get  at  it  last  year,  the  number  of  hogs,  cattle,  sheep  and 
calves  slautered  numbered  about  sixty-eight  thousand  head. 
Among  so  many  some  must  be  diseased.  Our  efforts  with  the 
United  States  having  failed,  and  as  the  state  has  no  law,  the 
city  should  take  the  matter  in  hand. 

Last  year  the  city  council  in  making  their  various  appro- 
priations for  the  year  past,  set  down  for  the  Board  of  Health 
sevcd  thousand  dolhirs.  Wc  spent  a  little  less  than  six  thou- 
sand (U)llars,  so  I  do  not  believe  they  can  call  us  extravagant. 

The  building  of  sewers  and  the  paving  still  goes  on.  The 
invitation  wc  extended  to  the  American  Pui)lic  Health  associa- 
tion was  accc[)te(l  l^y  the  delegates  who  passed  over  the  Rock

Island  road  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  filter  plant  of  the 
Davenport  Water  Works.  Never  was  a  party  more  highly 
pleased  with  the  kindness  extended  by  our  citizens.  They  said 
such  hospitality  was  rarely  met  with.  Their  astonishment  at 
the  perfection  of  the  filter  plant  knew  no  bounds.  We  may 
well  be  proud  of  it. 

To  prove  that  our  citizens  endorse  it,  w^e  have  only  to  look 
at  the-figures  of  the  consumers.  The  total  number  of  taps  at 
this  date  is  3,384.  During  the  past  three  years  the  increase  is 
as  follows:  The  year  ending  April  i,  1894,  346;  in  1895, 
was  414;  to  April  i,  1896,  419;  making  more  than  one-third  of 
the  consumers  in  the  past  three  years. 

Our  people  are  fast  finding  out  that  well  water  is  not  as 
wholesome  as  river  water  when  properly  filtered. 

Finally,  gentlemen,  I  don't  think  we  have  reason  to  regret 
the  time  spent.  We  have  made  some  advancement,  and  am 
in  hopes  our  city  will  continue  to  grow  healthier  as  well  as 
wealthier. 

I  will  ask  you  all  to  look  at  our  Mortuary,  Health  Inspec- 
tor, Plumbing  Inspector  and  City  Scavenger  reports.
